Certified Copy of the ROYAL COMMISSION for examining into the 
state of the Courts of Justice in Ireland. 



G eorge the third, by the Grace of God of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland King, Defender of the Eaith and so lorth, 
TO Our trusty and well-beloved Sir Charles Sa.vton Raronet, Daniel JVebb JVebber 
Esquire, John Leslie Foster Esquire, John Hamilton Esquire, and Bertram Miij'ord 
Esquire: WHEREAS an humble Address has been presented unto Us by the 
Knights, Citizens and Burgesses, and Commissioners of Shires and Borouglis, in 
Partiament assembled, humbly beseeching Us, that W’e would be graciously pleased 
to issue a Coimnission under the Great Seal, for Examining the Duties, Salaries 
and Emoluments of the several Officers, Clerks, and Ministers of Justice, witliin 
the United Kingdom, and for reporting what Regulations may be fit to be established 
respecting the same : AND WHEREAS AVe are graciously pleased to comply with 
the Prayer of said Address, and inasmuch as it has been found necessary for the 
better execution of tlie premises, that separate Commissions should be issued for 
the several parts of the United Kingdom j and AVe being willing that the intended 
Examination and other proceedings, should be forthwith carried into effect in that 
part of Our United Kingdom called Ireland, are graciously pleased to condescend 
to the request of Our faithful Commons : KNOAA’ YE therefore, that AVe of Our 
special Grace, certain Knowledge and mere Motion, by and with the advice and 
consent of Our right trusty and well-beloved' Cousin and Counsellor Cluirks 
A^iscount IVhitxvorth, Our Lieutenant General and General Governor of that part 
of Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland, and according 
to the tenor and effect of His Royal Highness the Prince Regents Letter in Our 
name and on Our behalf, and under Our Privy Signet bearing date at Our Court at 
Carleton House, the Twenty-third day of January One tliousand Eight hundred and 
fifteen, in the Fifty-fifth year of Our Reign, and now enrolled in the Rolls of Our 
High Court of Chancery of Ireland; HAVE made, constituted, ordained and ap- 
pointed, and by these Presents, Do make, constitute and appoint You the said Sir 
Charles Saxton, Daniel IVebb Webber, John Leslie Foster, John Hamilton and 
Bertram Milford, or any three or more of you, to make a diligent Examination of 
the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments, of the several Officers, Clerks and Ministers 
of Justice, of and within Our Court of Chancery, Court of King's Bench, Court of 
Common Pleas, Court of Exchequer, Court of Exchequer Chamber Courts, holden 
before Our Justices of Assize and of Nisi Prius, Justices of Oyer and Terminer, 
and Justices of Gaol Delivery, Courts of Admiralty, Courts of Sessions of the 
Peace, Court of Appeals, County Courts, Courts Leet and Courts Baron, and of 
and within all Courts held within any City, Town, or Corporation, as w'eil witliin 
Liberties as without, and generally of and within all Temporal Courts whatsoever, 
within that part of Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called 
Ireland, as well within Liberties as without, and also of and within all Ecclesiastical 
Courts whatsoever, within that part of Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland called Irda?jd, and every of them, and of all Ofiicers, Clerks and Ministers 
of Justice of and within all other Our Courts of Justice in that part of Our United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland called Ireland, as well within Liberties as 
without; And also to make a diligent examination what Regulations may be fit to 
be established respecting the Duties, Salaries and Emoluments of the said several 
Officers, Clerks, and Ministers of Justice: And for the better Discovery of the Trutli 
in the premises, \A' e do give and grant unto you, or any three or more of you, 
full power and authority to call before you, or any three or more of you, such 
and so many of the said Officers, Clerks, and Ministers and other Persons as vou 
the said Commissioners shall judge necessary, by whom you maybe the better 
informed of the Truth in the premises: And AA'e give and grant to vou, or any 
three or more of you, full power and authority to enquire of the premises and 
every part thereof, by all lawful ways and means whatsoever: And also AVe do 
give and grant unto you or any three or more of you, full pow'er and authority, 
when the same shall appear to be requisite, to administer an Oath or Oaths to 
any person or persons whatsoever’ to be examined by you, or any three or more 
of you, touching or concerning the Duties, Salaries, Emoluments and Regulations 
aforesaid: And AVe do also give and grant to you or any three or more of you,

Parchment under your Hands and Seals respectively, all and every of your several 
proceedings by force of the said Commission, together with what yoii shall find 
touching or concerning the premises upon such examination as aforesaid, and what 
iiegulalions respecting such matters as aforesaid you shall think fit tube established ■ 
And We coimnaild and ordain, that the said Commission shall continue in full 
toice and virtue, and that you Our said Commissioners or any three or more of you 
shall and may from time to time proceed in the execution thereof, and of every 
mil ter and thing therein contained, although the same be not continued from time 
to time by adjournment: And We direct and appoint, that you or any three or 
toTt ” ‘0 yuur several proceedings from tiiie to time 

An n ’w Cliancery, as the same shall be respectively completed : 

And hereby command all and singular Our Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs 
Mayors, Bailiffs, Constables, Officers, Ministers, and all otlier Our loving Subjects 
whatsoever, as well within Liberties as without, that they be assistant to you Our 
■ Old Commissioners, and each of you in the execution of these Presents: Provided 
ahroys, that these Oor Letters Patent be enrolled in the Rolls of Our High Court 
ot Clianceiy, in tliat part of Our said United Kingdom of Great Rritain and Ireland 
called JicW within the space of Six Months next ensuing die date of these
